"presence only, but now much more in my absence, 
bwork out your own salvation with fear and tremb- 
ing.” The next words are—* For it is God which 
eworketh in you both to will and to do of his good 
pleasure.” This is an exhortation of St. Paul to his 
ethren’at Philippi, to continue steadfast in that 
Dbedience, of which they had before, in his pres- 
sence, afforded so laudable an example. That the 
Salvation here mentioned consisted ~in practically

fand feeling address by St. Peter, Acts ii. 40—* With 
1 hany words did he testify and exhort, saying, save 
s yourselves from this untoward generation.” But

© wrought in them, to will, as well as to do, his 
bod pleasure.

Here we are told that God is 
prot slack concerning his promise.—Then his promise 
Must of necessity be fulfilled. What is his promise ? 
Answer—to bless all the NATIONS, FAMILIES and 
SKINDREDS of the earth in CHRIST’: And this 
ssing-is described in Acts iii, 25, 26, where the 
extent of the promise is noted, to consist in turning 
y one of you away from his iniquities. How per- 
y this accords with what is here said of the will 

God. He is “ not willing that any should perish,

| The last passage of scripture proposed by our cor- 

| respondent, is in Prov. ix. 12, “If thou be wise, thou

er matter : A few remarks must therefore suffice.

VAH. 

He is wise, who orders his conversation aright, 
and speaks evil of none. 

He is wise, who loves God and his neighbour, and 
thus fulfils the royal law. 

They are wise, who view their own welfare in 
that of the publick good, and adhere to the instruc- 
tions of the small still voice, that speaketh in the heart 
and to the conscience, “ This is the way, walk ye in 
it.”? 

He is wise, who shuns. the vices of the world, and 
adopts the example of the great Redeemer, in the 
practical duties of life. 

The advantages, also, of the practice of wisdom 
shall be his. 
thou dost embrace her.” 

Prosperity always attends the path of wisdom, and 
peace of conscience is the sure reward of a virtuous 
“<Q, that thou hadst hearkened unto the 
voice of the Lord thy God ; then had thy peace been 
as a river, and thy righteousness as the waves of the 
sea.” 

How different is the condition of the scorner.— 
He rejects the salutary instructions of wisdom, and 
disdains her delicious repast. Neither her beauties 
nor her riches captivate his soul. He is a stranger 
to the honours which wisdom bestows ; and a stran- 
ger to the invaluable blessings of that peace which 
true wisdom inspires. A stranger, and an enemy to 
the maxims of true wisdom ; he remains in the dark- 
ness, and the painful bondage oferror ! The stings of 
guilt are fastened in his conscience ; nor can he look 
up with confidence to heaven for the blessings of a 
peaceful mind ! He alone must bear the guilt, the 
dishonour, the disquietude, the condemnation and 
th® punishment of the scorner ! ‘

Let the scorners, then, who look upon others with 
contempt, and treat with contumely, their brethren 
of a different religious creed, remember that ‘‘ the 
way of such transgressors is hard ;” that the day of 
their retribution is nigh at hand, and not afar off / 
For ‘*the righteous shall be recompensed in the 
earth ; much more, the wicked and the sinner.” 

In a word ; let every man strive to become an ex- 
ample of faith, humility, charity and forbearance, and 
tread with constant and undeviating step in the 
course of true wisdom, ‘* whose ways are pleasant- 
ness, and all her paths are peace.” 


JUDAS ISCARIOT. 

St. Matthew xxvi. 24. ** The Son of man goethas 
it is written of him : but wo unto that man by whom 
the Son of man is betrayed! it had been good for 
that man, if he had not been born.” 

These words of our Lord are urged by our corres- 
pondent, ** Zenrra,” as evidence that one, if no more 
of the human family will suffer endless wo! For 
saith he, ** if we were to exercise our own reason on 
this subject, it would teach us that it was not only 
good for Judas that he was born, but infinitely bet- 
ter for him than it would have been, never to have 
had an existence :” That is, provided his punish 
ment shall ever cease. 

We shall not avail ourselves of the various read- 
ings which have been given of this text, each of 
which would be found opposed to the sentiments 
of our correspondent, but simply consider the re- 
ceived text as it stands before us. 

** Zenith” has made use of the word never, as a 
substitute for not. Although they are both terms of 
negation, yet they are in other respects very differ- 
ent in their signification. Vot, is a simple negation, 
expressing no duration whatever. ever, is not on- 
ly aterm of negation, but it expresses a duration 
equal to that of the word forever. 

The former of these adverbs, in the Greek, is ovx 
and answers fully to our English word, not. Nor is 
it used to express duration. The latter adverb in 
the Greek, is ovnsrore ; from ovps, net even, and 
PoTe, ever :—and fully answers to our English word, 
never. This word has reference to time, and implies 
duration. 

The form of speech which is employed in the 
text, ‘*it had been good.forthat man, if he had not 
been born,” seems to have been of familiar use 
among the Jews, and applied by them to almost all 
persons, on whom any great calamity descended.—. 
Hence our Saviour, knowing the part which Judas 
would act in the great tragedy about to take place, 
and the certain calamity allotted to him asa reward ; 
pronouuced the wo against him, and added, as in the 
last words of the text, ‘it had been good for that 
man, if he had not been born.” 

The term wo, employed by the Redeemer on this 
occasion, signifies neither more or less than musery, 
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sorrow, calamity without apy reference to its dura- 
tion, for a longer, or shorter period of time. 

Our correspondent seems to think that because 
Christ said of Judas, “it had been good for that man 
if he had not been born,” he must of necessity be 
eternally miserable in a future state. But will he, or 
any one else admit that the patriarchs, Job, and Jer- 
emiah, are the subjects of endless condemnation in 
» future state ? They will not : and yet the language 
which they applied to themselves affords more am- 
ple data for such a conclusion than that which the 
Saviour applied to Judas in the text before us. Look 
now at the language of these two prophets, and de- 
cide for yourselves, which affords the best authority 
for such a deduction. 

Job iii. 1-4. “ After this, opened Job his mouth, 
and cursed his day, and Job spake and said, let the 
day perish wherein I was born, and the night in 
which it was said, there is a man child conceived.— 


Let that day be darkness ; let not God regard it from | 
above, neither let the light shine upon it.” In the : 
10th, 11th and 16th verses, he takes up a most bitter | 
lamentation that he had not died before he was | 
born: And tells us that he should then have been at | 
rest, with kings, counsellors, and princes, where the | 
wicked cease from troubling, and the weary be at | 
| same meaning, it had been good for Judas, if his see- 


rest. 

Job, in this chapter, curses the day of his birth, and 
laments that it was not annihilated, or blotted out 
forever. He wishes that he had never been born, 
or that he had died in embryo: And tells us, that 
then he should have slept with kings, counsellors 
and princes. All this lamentation is occasioned by 
the bodily sufferings which he endured, and which 
he expected would be terminated in a short time. — 
Here, let it be distinctly observed that Job supposed 
he should have had an existence, even if he had not 
been born ; and that his place would have been with 
king's, counsellors and princes. Let any candid man 
read this chapter, from the first to the twentieth 
verse, and we think that he cannot withhold the ac- 
knowledgment, that it militates in stronger terms 
against the salvation of Job, than the words of the 
text do against that of Judas! And yet, no man who 
believes the scriptures, doubts jn the least, the truth 
of Job’s salvation. 

The language adopted by Jeremiah xx. 14, 15, is 
equally forcible. “Cursed be the day wherein I was 
born : let not the day wherein my mother bare me 
be blessed. Cursed be the man who brought tidings 
to my father, saying, a man child is born unto thee ; 
making him very glad.” The three verses next fol- 
lowing, show with the utmost clearness that Jeremi- 
ah greatly lamented that he had not died before he 
was born ; and that all this lamentation was on ac- 
count of his present temporal evils or sufferings in 
this world. 

If, therefore, the words of our Saviour, “it had 
been good for that man, if he had not been born,” 
prove the future eternal misery of Judas, the lan- 
guage of Job and Jeremiah, places their endless 
damnation beyond a doubt! And yet they are spok- 
en of in the scriptures, as among the most eminent 
saints and prophets of antiquity! The language of

one may exist, and yet not be born ; as may be seen 
by consulting the passages referred to above. sas 

Having fairly met, and refuted the objection in its 
most common acceptation ; we shall lay before the 
reader what we understand to be the true meaning 
of the passage. 

Judas had been born, in a religious sense, by be- 
ing “ brought out of darkness,” and being brought 
into the light of the gospel. He had been “ renew- 
ed in knowledge,” and according to our Saviour’s 
declaration, had “followed him in the regenera- 
tion.” - This was evidently the birth to which Christ 
alluded in the language of the text. The words of 
St. Peter render this explanation perfectly plain.— 
“ Better were it for them not to have known the way 
of righteousness, than after that they have known it 
to depart from the holy commandment delivered to 
us: For then it is happened to them according to 
the true proverb. The dog is returned again to his 
vomit,” &c. It would evidently have been better 
for Judas to have been ignorant of the moral obliga- 
tions of the gospel, at the time he betrayed the Re- 
deemer, since that knowledge served to increase his 
guilt, and to render him obnoxious to greater con- 
Therefore, “it had been good for that 
man, if he had not been born’”—or, which is the
